SuhhtantiHl Increase is Granted, 
but all Expenses of Office 
are Out out. 


$125,000 FOR PLACE

Burg?*!* and Police Headquarters in 
Tire Engine House is Suggestion of 
the Council. 


The argument 
over the 
salary of 
the 
burgess 
of 
Gettysburg 
was 
brought 
to a close at an 
adjourned 
meeting of the town council Wednes­ 
day evening when an ordinance was 
passed fixing the amount at $.‘100 and 
t«-n per 
cent 
of ail collections, 
the 
total for any one year not to exceed 
$',00. 
The present salary is $125 and 
no commissions. 
Mr. 
Eicholtz 
had 
asked 
several 
weeks ago that the salary be fixed at 
$500 per annum, calling attention to 
the vast amount of work he was call­ 
ed upon to do during 
the past sum­ 
mer, and also referring 
to the bor­ 
ough code 
which allows a town 
tho 
;>ize 
of 
Gettysburg 
to 
pay 
that 
amount. 
This last year he was given 
SHOO additional in 
view of his extra 
services. 
During the summer he col­ 
lected $1800 in fees and licenses. 
A committee composed of Mr. Funk- 
houser 
and Mr. 
McDonnell 
report­ 
ed at Wednesday night’s meeting th n 
Mr. Eicholtz 
positively 
refused 
to 
serve as the town’s chief executive 
for the four year term for which he 
was chosen at the recent election, un­ 
less the arno^it be fixed at $300 and 
the ten per 
cent indicated. 
If there 
is a camp 
here next year this 
will 
bring the 
total to $500; if not, 
the 
burgess 
will still 
be 
compensated 
well, add yet the town will save the 
extra $200 which 
it would have to 
pay him 
if the salary 
were fixed at 
$500 flat. 
Mr. Gilbert offered 
an amendment 
to the motion, making it $200 and IO 
lier cent. 
This was lost by a vote of 
four to three, and the original sugges­ 
tion of the committee was then adopt­ 
ed Ti to 2, Mr. Gilbert and Mr. Trestle 
voting in the negative. 
Mr. Winter 
was absent. 
Council, however, took action that 
in the future they 
would pay for no 
office rent, 
telephone, heat, or 
light 
for the 
burgess’ office. 
In this 
way 
they will save 
about $100 per year. 
It is the suggestion of the council that 
the burgess 
and police headquarters 
In? 
established 
at 
the 
fire 
engine 
house, where there will lie no rent to 
pay, and light, 
heat, and 
telephone 
will be at their 
disposal without ex­ 
pense. 
Council felt it was more fit­ 
ting, at any event, to have the bur­ 
gess and police located in this build­ 
ing, and hope to have it made a ver­ 
itable “City Hall”. 
Mr. Bumbaugh presented 
a list of 
tax exonerations for the 1914 dupli­ 
cate and 
then 
the question 
of the 
hack 
license* 
for the coming 
year 
w a s brought up for discussion. 
The present rate is $1 for each pas­ 
senger an automobile or other vehicle 
tan carry. 
This makes 
the 
annual 
license for the popular variety of taxi 
at $5 
a year. 
It is proposed 
to in­ 
crease this to $25. 
As 
the majority 
of the 
license 
money received this past summer was 
for motor licenses, it can 
readily be 
seen what an increase this will mean 
to the town’s funds next year, if there 
is another camp here and the number 
of motor drivers 
is as large as this 
season. 
Wednesday’s meeting of council did 
not carry the matter further 
than to 
present it for informal discussion but 
it is likely that an ordinance will be 
presented ut 
one of the sessions in 
the near future. 
It is the intention 
of council, 
if an increase 
is to be 
made, to be ready to enforce it early 
In the spring, when it is the general 
belief 
troops will again 
lie sent to 
Gettysburg for training.

The Bethlehem Steel Company has 
closed the contract for the purchase 
of the Bittanger farm, located along 
the Carlisle turnpike about two miles 
this side of Hanover.

Light, Heat & Power company will 
furnish electric power for the quarries 
on the premises. 
The present apparatus, 
which 
is 
operated by use of steam, will be re­ 
placed, it is understood, by machines 
operated by electricity. 
The 
power 
company assured

of the Bethlehem company that suffi­ 
cient current could be supplied to ope­ 
rate the place. 
The Bethlehem company, 
it was 
unofficially announced, paid $125,000 
for the farm. 
It is the intention of 
the company to operate the quarries 
on a large scale to procure rock to be 
used far fluxing purposes.

Collector of Internal Revenue, B. F. 
Davis, announces that 
a federal in- 
.come 
tax 
officer will be sent 
into 
Adams County 
on January 2nd, and 
will be here until Feb. lith . 
He will 
have his office at the Gettysburg post 
office, and 
will be there every 
day 
ready and willing to help persons sub­ 
ject to the income tax make out their 
returns without any cost to them for 
his services. 
Returns of income for the year 1917 
must l»e made pn forms provided for 
the purpose before March I, 1918. Be­ 
cause many people do not understand 
the law 
and will not know' 
how to 
make out 
their returns 
the govern­ 
ment is sending in this expert to do it 
for them. 
But the duty is on the tax­ 
payer to make himself known to the 
government. 
If he doesn’t make re­ 
turn as required 
before March I, he 
may have to pay 
a penalty ranging 
from $20 to $1,000. 
Whether you 
see the income tax 
man or not, you must make return 
if your net income amounts to $1,000, 


( s i n g l e ) or $2,IKM), (married). 
The collector suggests that every­ 
body start figuring up now his income 
and expenses so as to be ready with

The sorrow which reigned in eight 
Adams County homes because their 
sons had been summoned to repoit 
to be sent to Camp Meade to-morrow, 
was turned into rejoicing this morn­ 
ing when they were 
notified 
that 
the order ha I been recalled and that 
the young men would not have to re­ 
port until further notice. 
Late Wednesday evening the local 
board was notified that the eignt men 
need not be sent and that no date had 
1 been fixed for them to report. 
The 
same notice which was received hen* 
was sent to a number of other boards, 
it is understood. 
The notification mailed earlier rn 
the week to the eight draftees came 
as a stunning blow just in the midst 
of Christmas preparations. 
The call 
would have taken them away from 
their loved ones just four days be­ 
fore 
the 
great 
festival and there 
would have been an unhappy time in 
every one of those homes if the call 
had stood. 
All the youths had made 
, their preparations 
to go, 
however, 
and were prepared 
to answer their 
country’s call no matter what the cost 
might be in the way of suffering ti 
themselves or those whom they were 
about to leave. 
The local board does not know the 
reason for the rescinding of the order 
but it is strongly hinted that it was 
due to pressure brought to bear with 
the draft authorities by people 
who 
protested on a call within such a short 
time of Christmas. 
The sentimental 
view of the affair won out over the 
military expediency standpoint, 
it is 
thought by many, and this resulted in 
railing off the summons. 
Others, howi.$r, bulieve that it 
wa* due to lack of clothing or some 
other necessary at Camp Mi ade and 
that the call will not come again 
until all these have been supplied. 
The legal advisory board appointed 
by the Governor to assist registrants

G. Allen Yohe, clerk of the county 
commissioners, is preparing the tax 
duplicates for the coming year and a 
total increase of over $14,000 is ex­ 
pected to be shown as the result of 
the raise in millage determined upon 
for 1918. 
On all real estate, stock, and occu­ 
pations the rate is raised from four 
to five mills. 
The money tax cannot 
be changed by the local commission­ 
ers and will remain at four mills. 
This year the duplicates for 
real 
estate, stock, and occupations amount­ 
ed to $55,074.18, and the added mill 
will make this $08,842.72. 
In addition 
there will be $100 or $500 more from 
the spring a - segments. 
The reason 
for the raise is primarily the policy of 
the present board of county commis­ 
sioners to mluce the floating indebt­ 
edness of approximately $35,OGO. This 
has been accumulating for some years 
and is borrowed at a rate of five per 
cent, whi h the commissioners argue 
is a heavy drain upon the county’s 
finances and bad business. 
In addition to the plan to cut down 
the 
floating 
debt, 
more 
money is 
needed also for current expen irs. A 
big item in this added amount is the 
•cost of planking and roofing for the 
numerous 
bridges over the 
county 
i which are annually in need of atten­ 
tion. 
Labor has gone up, coal costs 
more, and every item of expense has 
been increased, until the keeping of 
the millage at the old rate was re­ 
garded as practically an impossibility. 
Mr. Yohe ha* a large task ahead in 
preparing the many tax duplicates 
and suggests 
that 
he 
be 
notified 
promptly of changes in ownership of 
property so that there may not be 
trouble on this score later on. 
The duplicates will be turned over 
to the various tax collectors imme­ 
diately after their bonds are approv­ 
ed in March, but they must be pre­ 
pared considerably in advance of that.

War Department Hts Saved Upwards 
of $2,000,000 on Wasts Materials 
of All Kinds. 


Washington.—Waste m aterial Is be­ 
ing conserved by tho war department, 
and money is being made out of It. 
At every National army and Na­ 
tional Guard camp special 
officers 
have been detailed to huve an eye 
to the penny to lie saved through 
careful conservation of waste mate­ 
rials. 
Refuse from ihe mess hulls are 
being placed in separate receptacle*, 
j fertilizer from the stables is to be 
I sold to fanners living In the territory 
of the camps to save freight rate*, 
and garbage likewise I* to be disposed 
of to the highest bidder among stock 
inert raising hogs. 
Lieut. Col. J. Austin Ellison has been 
placed in charge of the division of 
conservation. 
He has the distinction 
of having called the attention of the 
war department to the vast saving 
that would result lf care were exer­ 
cised In disposal of refuse. 
Thus far 
the department has saved upwards of 
$2,000,000 on waste materials. 
The garbage from the mess of from , 
IO to 15 soldiers, it is estimated, will 
feed one hog a day. Hogs will guln on 
an average of one pound a day on this 
ration for the first 150 days, govern­ 
ment experts have determined. 
The 
refuse from each cantonment will be 
sufficient to feed 4.000 hogs a day. 
This means an Increase of 1,400,000 
pounds of pork for the country eueh 
year. 
Colonel Ellison has injected Into 
carap life a certain class distinction 
in the disposal of garbage. 
At the 
camps the care of the garbage Is a 
regular ceremonial. 
W aste m aterial 
la divided into classes, and a special 
receptacle la provided for each class. 
There is a can for bones, one for rope 
and twine, another for rags, one for 
paper, one for fats and tallow, one 
for bottles, one for tin cans, another 
for sweeping and pieces of tobacco, 
and still another for garbage. 
Practically ail of the refusal Is sold. 
Cans, bottles, bones, fats, paper and 
rugs have a ready market, and the 
garbage proper Is carted away for a 
bog’s banquet. The worthless refuse is 
burned In order to adhere to the atrlct 
sanitary regulations of the camps.

Personal Use. 


There Is no nee limit for th*' 
service of women In w ar work. 
This fact has been demonstrat­ 
ed to the woman’s committee of 
the council of national defense. 
Of the thousands of letters that 
have come In recently from all 
parts of the country, begging 
for some work which will be of 
real worth to the government, 
one w as from an elderly lady 
ninety-six years o f age. and one 
from 
a 
little girl 
nine years 
old. 
The old lady writes that 
she would like to have some 
definite w ar work to do, since 
her son Is too old to be a sol­ 
dier. 
The little girl wants to 
go to France as a m essenger In 
the 
Red 
C ross 
service. 
In 
France, a t the beginning of the 
war, the age limit for govern­ 
mental service w as placed at 
forty years. 
All the women in 
Fran ce a re 
now 
working 
for 
their country.

“ Stop knitting bright-colored sw eat­ 
ers of wool” Is the m essage that the 
woman’s committee of the council of 
national defense Is sending out to the 
women of the United States. 
M iss Hannah J . Patterson made this 
statement to the members of the com­ 
m ittee: 
“ While nurses and soldiers in 
Fran ce are sending appeals to the Red 
Cross for sweaters, bed socks, wrist­ 
lets, helmets—In fact for six million 
article** of clothing 
which 
call 
for 
wool, hundreds of women In the Unit­ 
ed States are using up enough wool 
In fancy sw eaters to equip the greater 
part of the army. 
With knittiug yarn 
advanced In price and with an urgent 
demand for wool from the Red Cross 
society and elsewhere. It Is Imperative 
that we send out a call to our sisters 
to do their bit In the w ar by making 
this sacrifice. 
A woman should feel 
the greatest sense of sham e In the pos­ 
session of more than one woolen sw eat­ 
er, and it is the duty of women con­ 
nected with war work in this great 
army, which is under the direction of 
the women’s committee, to make this 
fxdnt clear. 
There is a cry of distress 
directly from the soldiers and nurses 
in France in personal letters written 
to members of this committee. 
It does 
not seem possible that American sol­ 
diers should have to shiver in open 
trenches during a terrible winter in 
northern France because the women 
of America choose to have from six to 
ten sw eaters apiece made of material 
which Is needed by the government.” 


ALBANIAN PRINCE AT WORK 


William zu Wied A sks Aid of German 
Federal Powers to Keep Coun­ 
try Independent. 


Rotterdam, 
Netherlands. — Prince 
William zu Wied. the former prince of 
Albania, has by no means given up 
hopes of regaining the realm which 
he ruled over for so short and trou­ 
bled a period immediately prior to the 
great 
European 
conflagration. 
Ills 
latest step h as been to send a memo­ 
rial to the German f**dernl princes, 
wherein he deals at length with the 
development of Albanian affairs and 
protests against the protectorate of Al­ 
bania proclaimed by Italy. 
He argues 
that an Independent Albania offers the 
securest b asis for a lasting peace In 
the Balkans, and that It is therefore 
In the interests of Germ any and A us­ 
tria. 
Further, Prince William asserts 
his own rights to the throne of Al­ 
bania.
